After performing a heroic rescue of a young 
woman companion, Robert Zizik, a vaude- 
ville actor, known on the stage as “ Bod. 
Roberts, was drowned yesterday afternoon 
at the Wilson avenue beach Miss Bilis 
Paris, 1074 West Taylor street, was the young 
woman rescued by Zizik. 

Hundreds of bathers and spectators along 
the beach were thrilled by the effort made 
by the actor to save the girl's life, Following 
a brief struggle between Miss "Parise and 
Zizik, in which the girl clutched her rescuer 
around the neck, the spectators saw the man 
tear himself loose from the young woman's 
grasp. Then Zisik sank to the bottom in 
six feet of water and held the giri at arm's 
length above the surface of the lake. 

By this time an alarm was sounded on the 

‘beach and 4 crew of life savers set out in a 
boat in ald of the imperiled pair. A moment 
pefore the iffeboat arrived at the spot, how- 
ever, Zizik’s strength gave out. 


Rescuer Fails to Reappear. 

A. life line was thrown out to Miss Paris 
and she was pulled to the side of the boat 
and lifted aboard. Thomas Boulware, mana- 
ger of the beach, who was in the life boat, 
threw out a line and life preserver in the 
belief that Ziztk would come up again. The 
actor failed to reappear above the water 
and after a search of about ten minutes 
the body was recovered.

Such a body, vested by law with inquis- 
itorial powers, would not, in his judg- 
ment, be able to obtain the complete in- 
formation which is necessary to reach a 
correct conclusion, since it would antag- 
onize merchants and manufacturers and 
Gispose them to block) its efforts to get 
at the truth.

Con- 
gress, under the constitution, alone has 
the right to make laws, and it is question- 
able whether it could delegate its power 
to.any body of men. Ny 

Prof. Emery, chairman of the Taft 
tariff board, has reported that the expe- 
rience of Germany has opposed that coun- 
try decidedly to 1 tariſt commission 
plan. 


SEES REAL BENEFITS. 

Real and immediate benefits, in Mr. 
Taft's view, have flowed from the leg- 
ination enacted. In the regulation of 
tailroads. the principal improvement, he 
thinks, attends the institution of the com- 
merce court in the determination of the 
legality of orders made by the interstate 
commerce commission. 

Heretofore appeals have been taken 
through the Circuit courts to the Courts 
of Appeals and thence to the Supreme 
court.

The president believes the creation of 
a single court, empowered to deal with

pedition, making the work of the com- 
mission much more effective than ever

The president is rether doubtful as to 
the effect of the long and short bani 
clause.

It has developed there is not enough 
money in the fund drawn from the sale 
of public land to carry on the work sat- 
isfactorily, and in the $20,000,000 bond 
law power is provided to supplement 
bonds now in the treasury to complete the 
work.

Reports of damage to the French wheat 
crop evidently have not been so much ex- 
aggerated as some of the traders have de- 
lieved, as it ig now practically certain that 
buying of cash. wheat wherever it has been 
relatively cheap for French account has been 
in progress for some time.

Considerable Shrinkagé in the Commer- 
cial Supply of Some Prime n 
of Life Is Indicated.

Washington, D. C., Aug. 5.—Considerable 
shrinkege in the commercial! supply of some 
ol the prime necessaries of life is indicated 
by the movements of livestock and meat 
products in the United States during the first 
half of the present year. This decline was 
shown both in domestic and m foreign con- 


' ing to figures prepared by the bureau 
of statistics, the shortage in the commercial. 
supply of live stock is best shown by a com- 
parison of the half yearly figures, which to- 
taled 16,468.756 head for the first six months 
of 1910, as pared with more than 20,- 
000,000 in the same period last year and 
nearly 21,000,000 for the corresponding period 
of 1908. 

This loss is due almost entirely, it is re- 
ported, to the smaller number of hogs 
brought to merket, the shortage in them 
thus far this year being about 25 per cent. 

The curtailment in the commercial supply 
of cattle so far this year has been 6 per cent 
less than normal, while the receipts of sheep 
at the seven leading markets shows a de- 
cline of 11 percent. The decline in the sup- 
ply of sheep began after 1906, that of cattle 
after 1907, and that of hogs after 1908. 

Instances of the heavy losses in export 
trade are shown by the fact that, while more 
than 200,000,000 pounds of fresh beef were 
sent out of the country in the fiscal year 
1908, only 75,000,000 pounds were sent dur- 
ing the fiscal year just closed; that the ship- 
ments of bacon dropped from 241,000,000 
pounds in 1008 to 152,000,000 pounds this 
year; of hams and shoulders from 221,000,000 
pounds in 1908 to 146,000,000 pounds in 1910, 
and of lard, from more than 600,000,000 


The stock of meat held in five principal 
stockyards centers at the end of June last is 
36 per cent less than the five year average 
for the same date.
